PLAYING vw ITH FIRE 


The fire reno of Alberta for the past 
year makes less distressing” reading than 
the report issued a year ago. “Only” twen- 
ty-seven people were burned to death in 


the province during the year, and three 
million dollars worth of property  de- 
stroyed 


But that toll of life and loss is heavy 
enough to point the moral that people are 
altogether too incautious in regard to the 
fire hazard. Nine hundred and twenty- 
two families were burned out. of house and 
home. That surely is an arresting state- 
ment, at the end of a year in which fires 
have been less frequent, and the damage 
less, than in former years. 

The provincial commissioner finds 
that most of the fires were caused by 
careless smokers, children playing with 
matches, and over-heated furnaces and 
stoves. The way to make next year’s re- 
port still less agonizing Is thus plainly 
pointed out. 


COERCION DISALLOWED 


The $ Saskatche wan ourt of Appeals 
was unanimous in deciding that the legis- 
lature had no power to pass the legislation 
providing for the establishment of a com- 
pulsory grain pool. ‘The issue will be car- 
ried to the Supreme Court of Canada, 
where it seems likely it will meet the same 
fate, and the same that overtook similar 
coercive legislation enacted by the legisla- 
ture of British Columbia. Should it ever 
get to the Privy Council the result can 
hardly be in doubt. 

If the liberty enjoyed by British sub- 
jects means anything at all, it surely 
means that a man can sell what belongs to 
himself to whoever wants to buy it at 
whatever price they may agree upon, The 
Saskatchewan court did not go quite that 
far, and held that the legislation might be 
valid if it related only to transactions 
which began and ended in Saskatchewan. 
The higher courts, it is to be hoped, will 
take a broader view. Even the “‘dissi- 
dents” in Saskatchewan must have some 
vestige of what is known as civil rights. 


IMPORTED COAL AND IDLE MINERS 


Figures published at Oitawa show 
that 57 per cent of the coal burned in Can- 
ada in the last twelve months was import- 
ed. Only 43 per cent came from Canadian 
mines. The Dominion has still a long way 
to go before the ideal of self-dependence 
in the matter of fuel is anything more 
than a dream. 

Most of this imported coal, of course, 
came from the United States, more than 
16,000,000 tons of it. But we also brought 
in coal from Russia, from Great Britain, 
from Germany, from the French West 
Indies, and from Newfoundland. Appar- 
ently we got along without drawing on the 
fuel resources of China. 

There is probably more coal underly- 
ing the soil of Canada than the known de- 
posits in all these countries from which 
we bought coal. Miners in the western 
area of the Dominion have been subsisting 
on two days’ work per week through the 
past winter, And something in excess of 


$100,000,000 of Canadian money must 
have been sent abroad to pay for these 
coal imports, 


Last summer the voters of Canada re- 
turned a government pledged ‘to the hilt” 
to exclude foreign products to the extent 
that might be necessary to stimulate the 
development of Canadian industries and 
keep Canadian industrial employees at 
work. Canadian coal miners have not 
been at while more coal was im- 
ported than was mined in Canada, What 
the Government propose to do about 


work; 


this 
WHY NOT TRY RESEARCH? 


Vhy not a national research labor- 
atory devoted to finding new uses for 
wheat? That is a constructive idea that 
has been given some attention in the 
United States, Its consideration is equally 
appropriate in Canada, since this country 
is even more dependent upon marketing 
a huge annual wheat surplus at a profit- 
able price, 

Hitherto wheat research has taken the 
direction of improving the quality, de- 


veloping earlier maturing varieties, and 
producing a type that will resist rust, 
This will go on, and should. But the 


problem now is not to produce better 


wheat, but to know what to do with the 
enormous annual crop that the world does 
not seem to require for food. 

Nobody knows what might be made 
out of wheat, or out of the chemical 
elements of which it is composed, if a staff 
of expert chemists were mobilized and 
given the task of exploring that field. 
Because the world has done nothing with 
wheat heretofore but eat it, the con- 
clusion does not follow that nothing else 
can be done with it. 

Nothing seemed to be less likely a few 
years ago than that women should soon 
be wearing stockings and dresses made 
of wood; but they are doing so, to the 
sorrow of the silk industry in the Orient 
and the upbuilding of the rayon industry 
in Canada. Coal tar is about as unpromis- 
ing a subject for experimentation as 
could be imagined, but the inquisitive 
investigator has found it to be the source 
of sugar, explosives, aniline dyes, and an 
almost endless list of other things in no 
way resembling the original. 

Research in the course of the last 
decade has made a hundred discoveries as 
seemingly impossible as these. Why 
suppose that nothing can be done to con- 
vert wheat or some of its constituents into 
articles other than flour, bran, shorts and 
breakfast foods? As a metter of national 
economy it would probably be good 
business to hang up the present wheat 
surplus as a prize for the research chemist 
who in the course of the next year can 
find the largest number of new uses to 
which wheat can be profitably put.

The poople of Great Britain realized in 1922 that 
there was @ great difference between commercial debts 
inourred between governments as the result of the 
Great War. ‘They also realized that the debtor coun- 
tries of the world could not by any means discharge 
their war debts, as first arranged, without insolvency 
aud economic chaos as the consequence, and by 4 
voluntary act of unparalleled generosity Great Britain 
undertook not to exact from them more than she 
might have to pay to America, ln this way she can- 
celed the sum of £2,550,000,000 of war debt due to her, 
which sum she has, therefore, definitely and directly 
lost, but this action on the part of Great Britain has 
enabdled those countries and their peoples to continue 
thelr economic exisience, and thereby Great Britain, 
and indeed every exporting and trading country, is 
gaining the benefit now to some extent, and should 
gain a greater benefit in the future. The same would 
happen in the case of America, if she should cance! 
the war debits due to her, which amount to nearly 
£2,400,000 000. ‘The gain to her as a great exporting 
country, through having solvent customers for her 
goods, and through the increase of their purchasing 
power, would be immense.

for this purpose are carrots, celery, | 
spinach and cucumbers, which should) 
be finely ground and only a small 
amount added each time 

Milk should be considered real food 
and not just a pleasing drink. Milk 
has very nourishing qualities and for 
this reason tt should be the principal 
part of the meal in whieh it is used, | 
Many people make the mistake of add- 
ing a large quantity of milk to a meal 
which is otherwise quite rich, and 
then blame the milk for any digestive 
disturbance which occurs. ‘This would 
be avolded if one obeyed the rule of 
using milk with either the acid fruits 
or with cooked and raw non-sterchy 
vegetables or with toasted starches, | 
Do not be afraid of mixing acid fruits 
with milk, for curdling ts the first 
process in the digestion of milk and 
the smaller the curds the more readily 
it is digested. Many people enjoy a 
mixture of equal parts of orange juice 
and fresh milk shaken together, This 
has a very pleasing flavor and is quite 
nourishing 

Those who feel tired and sleepy in| 
the afternoons will often find it ad-| 
vantageous to make a noon meal of 
milk and some fresh acid fruit, using 
no other food. A pint of milk and a 
pound of any fresh fruit on the mar- 
ket makes a very satisfactory meal 
and one whieh will not produce in- 
digestion, Elderly people seem to be!

Answer-—-Your problem is a fairly 
common one and there are three 
things necessary for a cure These 
are, first, to see that your diet is of 


the right type and the digestive tract 
ia perfect working order, Second, to 
make sure that the circulation 1s 
good and finally, to give the skin 1t- 
self the correct treatment 

Most women are apt to give thelr 
entire consideration to care of the 
skin itself while the cause of a red 
nose is usually a sluggish circulation 
or a clogged digestive tract, Avoid 
rich, heavy dishes, but eat an abun 
dance of fresh, green vegetables and 
also drink plen'y of water and a 
goodly amount of cilrus fruit Juices 
every day, 

To stimulate the circulation take a 
brisk shower, alternatirg with hot 
and cold water, Do this every day 
and if it can be done both night and 
morning, 60 much the better, After 
the shower rub the skin vigorously 
with a rough towel Another good 
way to stimulate the circulation is to 
inhale and exhale forcefully in rhythm 
when walking out of doors. On the 
first steps take a short, quick sniff 
of alr partly filling the lowest lobes 
of the lungs and thus causing the 
abdomen to expand, On the second 
step take another sniff, this time 
filling the middie part ef the lungs 
Or the third step expand the chest, 
Hold the breath for two steps, then 
reverse the process by exhaling in 
three puffs on the next three steps

AT WINNIPEG 
MAKES OFFER 


Supply From Emanations 
of Used Radium May 
be Obtained 


City surgeons were interviewed 
Tuesday by Dr. ©. A. MeKenzie, 
chairman of the Cancer Relief and 
Research Committee of Manitoba, 
with regard to proposal that they 
secure their supplies of radium 
emanations used in the treatment 
of cancer from the cominiitee's 
plant at Winnipeg, which has been 
operating for the past three weeks, 
Dr, McKenzie ts also connected 
with the Canadian National Rall-

arrived in Edmonton recently. 
The surgeon explained that the 


plant at present has an over-supply 
of radium emanations, which ts the 
At pre- | 


to which point it is shipped from the 
Anglo-Belgian company, of the Con- 
go, Africa, which at present is the 
largest source of radium, 

COST WAS $83,000, 

Dr, McKenzie pointed out that the 
new plant at Winnipeg, which was 
opened at a total cost of $83,000, could 
deliver radium emanations to wes- 
tern cities quicker and cheaper than 
is the case when the radium gas ts 
secured from New York. The gas, he 
said, could be rushed by plane from 
the plant at Winnipeg to any point 
in the west in a very short time. 

The layman will get a fairly good 
idea of the enormous cost of radium 
when it is pointed out that the Win- 
nipeg committee paid $67,500 for a 
plece of radium hardly the size of a 
marble, This expense is included in 
the cost of the new radium plant, 

Dr. McKenzie stated that by the old 
European method a piece of radium 
came in contact with the affected | 
part of a patient suffering from can- 
cer, while by the new method only 
the gas is used, As a small piece of 
radium emanates gas for an indefinite 
period, the latter method of treat-
